The candidates , who obtain minimum qualify 
ing marks in the written cxamination , as fixed by the Com 
mission in their discretion shall appear before a Scrvices 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests whore 
candidates for the Army /Navy will be assesscd in officer 
potentiality and those for the Air Force in Pilot Aptitude and 
officer potentiality . The Maximum marks obtainable at these 
tests are 900. Candidates for the Army /Nayy obtaining 
minimum qualifying marks in the officer potentiality test 
and candidates for the Air Force obtaining minimum quali 
fying marks separately in the officer potentiality test and 
Pllot Aptitude test will be further subjected to certain Physl 
cal Endurance Tests (details of which are given in Appendix 
IV ) carrying 200 marks; but no minimum qualifying marks 
are prescribed for these texts , 

To be acceptable, candidates for the Army/Navy should 
secure minimum qualifying marks separately in (1) written 
examination , and (li) officer potentiality test and candidates 
for the Alr Force should sccure minimum qualifying marks 
scparately in (i) written examination , ( II) officer potentiality 
test and (iii) Pilot Aptitude Test, Subject to these condi. 
tions the qualified candidates will then be placed in the final 
order of merit on the basis of total marks serure by thera 
in the written examination , the Services Selection Board tests 
and in the Physical Endurance Test in two separate lists -- 
one for the Army and the Navy and the other for the Air 
Force.

21. The cost of training including accommodation , books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
the Government, Parents or guardians of cadets will, how 
ever , be rcquired to meet their pocket and other private ex 
penscs. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 30 pm . If in any case a cadet s parent or guardian 1: 
unable to nect wholly or partly even this expenditure , fin 
ancial assistance upto Rs. $ 0 pc , may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
incomc of Rs. 300 p . m , or above would be cligible for the 
grant of the financial assistance . The immovable property and 
other assets and income froin all sources are also taken into 
account for determining the cligibility for financial assistance . 

The parcut /guardia of 1 candidate desirous of having any 
financial assistance should imrnediately after his son , ward 
having been finally selected for training at the National De 
fence Academy, submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his District who will with his recommendation 
forward thic application to the Director of Military Training
